The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were  satisfactory*  The  birth 
rate  rose  bp  to  13e6  per  1,000  mnking  the  rate  one  of  the  highest  in 
the  Ci/anty  of  Surrey,  and  the  deabh  rate  at  9*5  per  1,000  was  cno  of  the 
lowest  in  the  Cornoyi  There  wavS  a fad.l  5n  the  jnjfaiit  mortality  rate  to 
one  of  the  lovovst  levels  yet  recorded  for  the  d5.3trf.ct9 

Wj'.th  regard  to  the  Incidence  of  infectious  disease,  there  was  a 
steep  decline  in  the  nmbor  of  oases  of  measles*  There  was,  however,  an 
increa,S9  i.n  the  number  of  notificatitins  of  dysentery®  This  resulted  from 
two  outareahs  af.foctl..ng  a resident/lL  nursery  in  Holmwood  and  one  affecting 
a small  r.rmxber  of  private  households  in  Gharlwood* 

A loss  satisfactory  feature  has  been  the  receipt  of  letters  frcmi 
numerous  persons  li.vlng  under  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions*  In  many 
cases  it  has  been  quite  impossible  for  the  people  concerned  to  find  the 
remedy  themselves  for  their  unhappy  state  which  has  resulted  through  no 
fault  of  their  own* 

The  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Department  in  relation  to  food 
and  housing  is  to  be  found  in  the  report  of  Mr*  E.  A,  Atkinson,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector*  Ho  has  dealt  with  many  other  matters  of  importance 
and  interest* 

Once  again  I wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  the 
oor^ cientious  work  of  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the 
assistance  which  I have  received  from  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  other 
departments  of  the  Council’s  admlnistratii.'sn* 

I take  this  opportiuiity  of  thanking  tho  Council  and  particularly 
the  Chairman  and  l-fombers  of  tho  Public  Health  Committee  fear  their 
continued  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year*

Twenty— three  births  were  registered  as  illegitimate*  The 
percentage  of  ij-legitimate  to  legitimate  births  was  BoS.  The  corres- 
ponding figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  4* 3. 


DEATHS 


Deaths  assigned  to  the  area  numbered  307  representing  a crude 
death  rate  of  9«5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  total 
comprised  177  mnles  and  I30  females,  and  was  6 more  than  in  1961. 

A comparability  factor  (I.05)  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar 
General  which  may  be  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate  for  use  in  comparing 
the  local  death  rate  uith  those  of  other  areas.  The  factor  makes 
allowance  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution  of  local  populations* 
Application  of  the  factor  to  the  loco.1  rate  increased  it  from  9*5  to  9*9* 

Approximately  52S  of  the  deaths  took  place  in  hospitals* 

Causes  of  Death 

The  causes  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  are  classified  in 
Table  III*  of  the  total,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
(categories  17-21)  caused  154  deaths  (equivalent  to  a rate  of  4*75  per 
1,000  population),  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (categories  23—25) 

37  deaths  (equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.14  per  1,000  population).  Malignant 
diseases  (categories  IO-I4)  caused  52  deaths  ( equivalent  to  a rate  of 
1*60  per  1,000  population). 

Deaths  from  Road  Accidents 

Six  residents  died  as  a result  of  injuries  received  in  road 
accidents  in  which  motor  vehicles  were  involved,  compared  with  six  in 
1961*  The  death  of  a visitor  from  Northern  Rliodesia  was  also  assigned 
to  the  district,  the  circumstances  being  that  he  was  killed  in  a 
collision  between  cars  shortly  after  he  left  Gatwick  Airport*  Those 
killed  included  an  elderly  pedestrian  re.sldont  in  Holinwor;d  and  throe 
drivers  and  tlrcee  passengers  in  motor  cars  or  vans,

Deaths  of  children  under  the  ago  of  one  year  numbered  eight 
and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  13# 2 per  1,000  live  births#  The  rate 
for  England  sn.d  Wales  was  20*7#  Six  of  the  deaths  occurred  within  one 
week  of  birt-h^j 

In  Table  II  the  infant  mortality  rates  fron  1931  are  set  fjiifc 
vd-th  the  national  figures  for  comparison*  The  figures  demons -brate 
the  fall  vdiich  has  occurred* 

Of  the  causes  of  deaths  in  the  year  under  re-vlew,  four  vore 
due  to  prematurity,  two  to  cerebral  haemorrhage,  one  to  middle  ear 
disease  followed  by  meningitis  and  one  to  suppurative  bronchitis#

It  has  a bed  coDplenert  of  16  a;ad  hs 
staffed  by  the  local  general  praertitionGr;)  rith  a paril  of  cons'fltnnts 
Uiose  sor'/lce  co.n  be  called  npen  if  nccessaiy* 

The  Deicing  General  Hospital  and  the  Redhill  County  Hospital, 
together  vdth  its  branch  at  Snallfields,  provide  accomodation  for 
medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases,  and  it  is  to  these  that  the 
majority  of  patients  requiring  ir>-troatment  are  admitted.  Residents 
of  the  Parish  of  Headley  are  usually  accommodated  in  hospitals  in 
Leatherhead  and  Epsomo 

L patient  suffering  from  an  Infecticus  disease  and  requiring 
treatment  in  hospital  nay  bo  admitted  to  one  of  a number  of  hospitals, 
depending  on  the  accommodation  available  at  the  tine.  During  the  year 
four  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  admitted  to  Bletchingley  Hospital.

Laboratories  available  to  medical  practitioners  are  provided 
at  the  East  Surrey  Hospital,  the  Redhill  County  Hospital,  the  Dorking 
General  Hospital  and  St.  Luke*s  Hospital,  Guildford*  Examinatirn  of 
specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infecticus 
diseases  can  be  referred  to  either  of  two  Public  Health  Laboratories  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  situated  at  West  Hill  House,  Epam  and 
at  St,  L-uke^s  Hospital,  Guildford*  These  laboratories  also  unjdertako 
bacteriological  exaninatiens  of  samples  of  water  supplies,  milk  and  food, 
including  ice-cream,  and  biological  examinations  for  tubercle  bacilli 
in  milk*

The  public  ambulance  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surrey 
County  Council,  who  have  given  the  following  information  regarding  the

Tho  main  amb-ulance  station  for  the  area  is  at  Pendleton  Road, 
Redhill,  (telephone  No,  Reigate  4335)* 

In  accidents  in  the  home  or  else^dsere  or  in  any  sudden  illness 
in  the  streets  or  public  places,  any  responsible  person  nay  call  the 
ambulance  to  remove  the  patient  (if  by  telephone,  use  the  local  Emergency 
Calling  System)*  Normal  maternity  cases  will  be  removed  if  the 
applicant  can  give  evidence  that  a maternity  bed  has  been  booked* 
Maternity  cases  with  serious  complications,  or  where  birth  is  iimnlnent, 
are  not  normally  removed  without  the  authority  of  a doctor  or  certified 
midwife,  who  should  travel  with  the  patient  in  the  nmb\fLance, 

The  removal  of  other  oases  of  illness  or  accidents  are  arranged 
by  the  hospital  concerned  or  by  the  nodical  practitioner  in  charge  of 
the  patient*  For  private  removals  a written  request,  accompanied  by  a 
doctor  *s  certificate,  should  be  made  to  the  Ct;unty  I'fodical  Officer  for 
his  consideration*  Provided  that  these  requirements  are  fulfilled,  no 
charge  id.ll  be  made  to  users*  There  is  a scheme  for  the  early  erection 
of  a sub-station  in  the  vicinity  of  Gatwick  /drport*

The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers  and

IriimiTnisation  against  Iitfections  Diseases 

Immunisation  agai/ist  diphtheria^  wb.oop5.ng  cough  and  tetanus 
and  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  can  be  obtained  from 
medical  practitioners  under  the  teims  of  the  National  Health  Serrdce  Act^ 
or  on  application  at  the  Gounty  Gouncil  Health  Gentres^,  PoliomyeDltis 
vaccination  is  restricted  to  persons  born  in  1922  and  after,  though 
treatment  is  also  available  to  people  whoso  occupation  is  thought  to 
carry  additional  risk  of  infection,  and  also  to  expectant  mothers, 

B,G,G,  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  children 
of  schoul  leaving  age,  and  for  all  children  who  have  been  in  close 
contact  mth  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

SGC'clcn  47  of  the  1943  Act  gave  power  to  local  authorities  to 
take  steps  to  deal  with  persons  suffering  okon  chr-.nic  illness  or 
infirnity  who;  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attentirn,  and  yho  are  unable  to  raan3,go  fc.r  themselves*  As  night 
bo  expected,  the  najority  of  these  are  old  people  who,  in  addition  to 
physicial  illness,  have  some  loss  of  mental  power  sufficient  to  curtail 
their  reasoning  powers,  but  not  serious  enough  to  require  their  admission 
to  hospitals  for  mental  illness. 

Under  the  1943  Act,  power  w^as  given  to  the  local  authority 
to  apply  to  the  llagistratos * Court  for  an  Order  to  obtain  the  removal, 
for  a period  not  exceeding  three  months,  of  a person  found  in  such 
conditions*  As  the  ri^sud.t  of  experience,  it  was  found  that  the  tine 
taken  to  comply  with  the  legal  requd.renents  of  the  Act  in  obtaining  an 
Order  for  removal  was  so  long  that  the  practical  value  of  the  poi^ers 
given  by  the  Act  to  local  authorities  was  curtailed.  An  amending  Act, 
which  came  into  force  in  1951,  enabled  authorities  to  adopt  a mere 
expeditious  procedure  in  cases  requiring  urgent  attention. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  during  the  year, 
though  investigation  was  called  for  in  several  cases.

The  East  Surroy  Water  Company  prcr'/d.des  piped  \;ator  supplies  to 
ten  of  the  twelve  parishes  of  the  nc?^l‘';  oistri.ot-  nancry  Lotch:7crth, 
Bnckland,  Charlwood,  Headley,  Horley,  Newllgate,  Leigt..  Holrrwf  od,  Carol 
and  Ockley,  and  also  suppPrles  the  Ranmore  area  of  Wctton-, 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Holmv/ood,  Capol  and  Ockley  is 
derived  from  the  series  of  wells  sunk  into  the  Fokestone  beds  on  the 
vrcstern  outskirts  cf  Dorking.  This  water  is  chlorinated  but  not 
softened  before  distribution. 

The  suppi:y  trj  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  obtained,  to  a great 
Gijdjent,  from  deep  i;g31s  :'n  the  chalk  of  the  I;crth  Dcvms,  and  is  softened 
and  chlorinated  before  di.stribution<,  Additional  supplies  are  available 
from  bore  holes  in  the  greensand  forraatioru, 

The  Gudldford,  Godalming  and  District  Water  Beard  supply  piped 
water  to  the  parish  of  Ab5..i?ger  and  to  the  greater  part  of  the  parish  of 
Wottoru  This  water  is  obrained  frt.'m  deep  bore  holes  in  -'lie  greensand 
in  Guildford  Rural  District* 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  qualities  of  the  water  supplies 
of  both  undertakings  have  remained  consistently  satisfactory  and  of  a 
high  standard  of  purity  during  the  year* 


Extension  of  Piped  Water  Supplies 

The  Rural  District  is  fortunate  in  having  a vadespread  distribur- 
tion  of  piped  water  supplies  to  the  various  parishes.  There  are  still  a 
few  areas,  however,  to  which  the  mains  have  not  been  extended,  and  where 
water  is  obtained  from  wells  and  springs#  They  are  located  mainly  in 
the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Abinger,  Holmwood  and  Wotton# 
Though  some  of  these  supplies  are  known  to  bo  unreliable,  it  has  not,  so 
far,  boon  possible  for  an  alternative  supply  to  be  provided. 

During  the  year  the  natural  supplies  to  four  dwellings  in  the 
Gudworth  area  of  the  parish  of  Nowdigato  came  under  suspicion,  and 
negotiations  were  begun  between  the  Water  Company  and  the  respective  owners 
for  the  provision  of  a piped  supply. 

The  supply  to  sixteen  promises  at  Friday  Street  in  the  parish  of 
Wotton  also  failed  during  the  year,  and  hero  again  negotiations  isdth  the 
Estate  Company  and  the  Water  Board  were  put  in  hand,  and  -were  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Briefly  the  position  with  regard  to  the  se^worage  systems  which 
exist  in  seven  of  the  twelve  parishes  is  as  follows i- 

A.bingor 


The  sowring  of  the  hamlet  of  Forest  Green  in  the  parish  of 
Abinger  was  completed  in  i960.  This  disposal  plant  consists  of  a 
settling  chamber^  filters  and  sludge  bods,  and  has  been  designed  to  deal 
id.th  an  estimated  prjpulation  of  1,959* 

Botchwnrth 


A proportion  of  the  parish  has  been  sewered  by  a gravitational 
system  discharging  to  a pumping  station  in  the  Wonham  Lane,  whence  the 
sewage  is  lifted  by  automatic  electric  pumps  into  the  sewer  of  the  Dorking 
Urban  District  Oouncil  for  treatment  by  that  authority, 

Qanol 


The  parish  of  Capol  has  a small  system  of  sewerage  serving  the 
built-up  area  of  the  village  and  Beare  Green,  The  sewers  discharge 
gravitationally  to  a treatment  plant  comprising  settlement  tanks,  pumping 
plant  and  four  filter  beds.  Some  proporti(,<n  oi  the  sewage,  ai^or  settle- 
ment, is  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 

Since  1950  the  sowers  have  boon  extended  to  servo  the  Wlilto  Hart 
Estate  and  the  Misbrook  Green  areas,  and  the  Ci  uncil  Estate  at  Bennetts 
Wood,

A oomprohonslve  system  serves  the  entire  vlllago  and  discliarges 
via  two  pumping  stations  to  the  Horloy  Sewage  Works,  This  wrk  ws

Tho  condition  of  the  Holnwood  Sewage  Disposal  VJorks  and  the 
necessity  for  a now  Disposal  Works  at  Broad  Lane^  Nev’digate^  was  outlined 
in  full  in  my  report  fur  1959?  but  following  an  appeal  by  the  local 
iniiabitants  against  the  proposed  site  of  the  new  works,  tho  wiicle  scheme 
has  to  bo  revised.  The  question  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  for  the 
Holnwofjd  area  is  now  one  of  urgent  priority  since  the  existing  works  at 
Holniwuod  have  proved  to  be  completely  incapable  of  dealing  vrith  the  flow. 
Koreover,  tho  building  of  much  needed  houses  at  Beare  Green  depends  upon 
the  provision  of  satisfact'ory  drainage  disposal  arrangements. 


Tho  parish  of  Hurley  is  served  by  a comprehensive  scheme  of 
sewerage  discharging  to  a treatment  plant  in  Loo  Street,  HorD.ey.  The 
system  is  a separate  one  and  deals  with  foul  drainage  only  as  distinct 
frtjra  a combined  system  v/hich  caters  for  both  f;;ul  and  surface  water 
sewage  in  the  same  pipe. 

The  treatment  plant  consists  of  automatic  electric  pumps, 
settling  tanks,  rotary  sprinkler,  humus  tanks  and  sludge-drying  bods  and 
was  designed  to  deal  with  a dry  weather  flow  of  370,000  gallons  per  day. 
Since  1950  there  have  been  extensions  of  the  sewers  to  serve  properties 
in  I'fcath  Green  Lane  and  in  Smallfield  Read.  In  addition,  many  lengths 
of  now  sewers  have  been  provided  in  conncctitn  with  tho  development  of 
new  estates. 

In  addition  to  tho  residential  development  in  Hurley  and  tho 
increasing  volume  of  sewage  received  from  Charlwood,  extra  demands  on  the 
capacity  of  the  works  have  been  made  as  the  result  of  the  expansion  of 
the  idustrial  area  at  Salfords,  and  by  tho  reconstruction  of  Gatwick 
Airport.  The  works  now  receive  an  average  dry  weather  flow  of  over 
800,000  gallons,  which  is  twice  the  amount  for  wliich  they  were  designed. 
Work  on  the  enlargement  of  the  Horloy  Sewage  Works  continued  throughout 
1962. 

Ooklev 


The  parish  of  Ockley  is  served  by  two  small  disposal  works 
consisting  of  screening  chambers,  settling  tanlcs,  filters,  syphoning 
chambers  and  huTAus  tanks  which  have  functioned  satisfactorily. 


DRAINAGB  ADD  SEWGRAGE  GEiERAlLY 

There  are  several  areas  in  the  rural  district  idiore  small  schemes 
of  main  drainage  are  not  only  an  urgent  necessity  so  far  as  public  health 
is  cr.'iicerned,  but  are  also  much  needed  to  effect  ecDiiomies  in  the  cesspool 
emptying  service  scheme.  Such  areas  are  Wealdviow  Cottages  in  tho  parish 
of  Capelj  tho  Lowfield  Heath  area  in  tho  parish  of  Charlwood,  These  are 
relatively  small  schemes  which  ctould  be  implemented  without  further  delay, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  they  can  i-ooelve  the  necessary  attention  in  tlio  near 
future.

Drainage  and  Severat^e.  ' 


It  is  increasingly  evident  that  in  the  parish  of  Horley  consid- 
erable water  infiltration  is  taking  place  into  the  existing  sewers ; and 
in  1961  the  Goimcil  decided  that  extensive  investigations  shorld  be  nade 
into  this  problem  in  SmaXLfield  Road*  An  analysis  cf  the  results  of  this 
survey  showed  that  of  a total  of  150  inspection  chsjnbers^  90  were  in  such 
a position  that  the  level  of  the  cover  was  below  flood  level.  In  to 
cases  the  manholes  were  defective  either  in  construction  or  in  condition, 
and  in  6l  cases  the  manholes  were  both  defective  and  belov/  flood  level , 

Of  82  guO-leys  examined,  51  were  found  to  be  defective  and  8 rainwater 
pipes  discharged  to  gulleys  connected  with  the  foul  drainage  system,  A 
smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  100  separate  lenths  of  underground  drainage, 
totalling  some  1 mile  altogether,  and  of  these  18  were  found  to  be  so 
defective  as  to  adrd-t  sub-soil  water. 

The  defects  which  the  Survey  had  disclosed,  and  which  contributed 
to  the  general  drainage  difficulties  in  this  locality,  appeared  to  be 
divisible  into  two  categories.  The  first  included  those  dwellings  where, 
although  e:d.sting  drainage  facilities  were  sound,  the  inspection  chambers 
were  below  flood  level,  thereby  admitting  surface  v;ater  under  flood 
conditions.  The  second  included  those  properties  where  the  existing 
drainage  system  was  defective  in  ether  respects,  for  example  in  the  form 
of  leaking  pipes,  defective  rendering,  or  perished  brick\7crk  in  manholes. 

As  a result  of  this  survey  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  were  authorised  to  serve  al 1 the  necessary  Notices 
to  secure  that  the  defective  drainage  should  be  put  in  order  and  further, 
that  in  the  owners • default,  the  Council  themselves  should  carry  out  the 
work  and  recover  the  cost.  The  major  part  of  the  work  was  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year, 

A similar  situation  was  found  to  exist  in  the  Balcombe  Read  area 
of  the  parish  of  Horley  and  work  of  renewing  the  se^^fer  in  Balcombe  Road, 
Horley  to  eliminate  surface  water  was  completed  during  the  year. 


Emptying 


In  January,  1961,  the  Council  adopted  the  following  statement 
as  indicating  the  terms  under  which  it  had  resolved  to  provide  a service 
of  Gosspool  emptying:— 

By  virtue  of  the  powers  thereby  enabling  them  imder  Section  72 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  do  undertake  the  performance 
of  cesspool  cleansing  service  throughout  the  whole  of  the  irurali 'district 
in  accordance  with  the  following  terms:  — 


(a)  Basis  of  Servico 

The  Council  undertake  on  written  request  to  carry  out: 

(i)  six  emptyings  per  annum  in  cases  of  cesspools  having 
a capacity  of  2,000  gallons  or  morej  and 

(ii)  the  removal  of  up  to  a maximum  of  12,000  gallons  per 
annum  in  cases  of  cesspools  having  a capacity  of 
less  than  2,000  gallons.

Discos al  of  Cessi 


Disposal  is  by  tipping;  most  of  which  can  only  be  described  as 
crude  and  liable  to  give  rise  to  nuisance  and  this  has  led  tr-  cessation 
of  tipping  at  Stanhill;  Charlwood*  The  cesspool  contents  which  v/ere 
originally  tipped  at  this  site  are  now  taken  to  the  Eorley  Sewage  Works. 

Treatment  at  Parkhurst  Corner;  Abinger;  is  by  settlement  and 
filtration.  The  disposal  of  cessprjol  contents  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
and  the  provision  of  special  facilities  at  new  sewage  disposal  works  is 
still  waited*  There  Is  little  dfjubt  that  at  an  early  date  the  Council 
will  need  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  disposal  of  cesspool 
contents  as  the  conditirjn  of  the  remaining  tips  cannc;t  be  Ignored  much 
longer.

Pall  Closets 

The  scheme  for  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  was  continued 
with  beneficial  resiilts  throughout  the  year. 

By  Section  LI  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  is 
empowered  i3o  oases  where  a sewer  and  sufficient  x^ater  supply  is  available 
to  ccntribut.e  up  to  one-half  of  the  cost  o.f  converting  pail  closets  to 
v/ater  cloeets.

Refuse  Colie cjlpjjn  and  Pisnosal 


Controlled  tipping  of  rubbish  from  the  boroughs  of  Mitcham  and 
Sutton  and  Gheam  continued  in  disused  sandpits  in  the  parish  of  Buckland, 

The  general  operation  of  the  tip  has  proceeded  satisfactorily. 
The  hazards  inherent  in  disposing  of  refuse  by  controlled  t.lpping  such  as 
infestation  by  rats,  mice,  flies  or  crickets  or  tip  fires  are  kept  to  a 
satisfa.ctf.'ry  minimum. 


SHP4i'4BIG  PGGLS 


There  are  two  open  air  S'.d.mming  pools  in  the  rural  district 
open  to  the  public*  Both  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  samples  of 
water  taken  for  examination.  The  results  wore  satisfactory. 


TOTUARY  PAGILITIES 


Where  the  death  has  occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Horley  or  of 
Charlwood  and  further  examination  is  required,  the  mortuary  and  post- 
mortem room  at  the  Redhlll  County  Hospital  is  available.  Eighteen  bodies 
were  removed  for  examination  on  the  instructions  of  H.M,  Coroner  from 
premises  in  these  parishes  during  the  year. 

For  the  remaining  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  the  mortuary 
facilities  provided  by  the  Leatherhoad  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
Epsom  and  Ewell  Borough  Council  are  available.  Fourteen  bodies  were 
removed  in  1962,  all  to  the  Leatherhead  Mortuary,

cremation  as  the  best  method  of  disposal  of  the  dead.  In  the  past  this 
has  entailed  a conoiderabJ.e  journey  to  the  crematcriTma  The  opening  of 
a new  crematorium  at  Handalls  Park,  Leatherhea.!,  r.as  brought  this  important 
ser'c?ioe  consldera.bly  nearer  tr-  several  parishes  of  the  Rural  District. 

This  applies  to  Euckland,  Betchworth,  Lei^i  and  parts  of  Newdigate,  Ockley 
Wotton  and  Abinger  and  particularly  to  Hurley. 

Worth  and  Woking  crematoria  are  suitably  situated  for  other 
parts  of  the  district.

/iPULTERi'JIOH  OF  FOOD 


Tho  Surrey  County  Council  adniinister  the  Sections  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  1958  dealing  with  tho  adulteration  of  food.  I an 

indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  infomation 
that  a total  of  80  sanples  were  taken  in  this  district  and  subnitted 
for  analysis  in  1962*  Of  these  66  were  of  nilk,  3 of  sausages  and  tho 
renaindor  of  raiscellaneous  articles  of  fr;odstuffs*  One  sanple  of 
sausages  did  not  conply  with  requirenents* 

Information  was  also  given  that  within  that  part  of  tho  County 
in  which  the  County  Council  acts  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  a total  of 
853  sanples  were  taken  for  analysis,  including  610  of  milk*  Tvrenty-five 
sanples  were  found  to  be  adultered  or  irregular,  4 of  those  being  of 
milk* 
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Included  i.n  Table  I are  the  incidence  end  death  rates  of  various 
infectious  diseases.  These  are  expressed  per  1,000  popi^ation  li-th  the 
exception  of  the  rate  for  puerperal  pyrexia  which  is  estinatcti  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births.  Figures  for  1961  are  reproduced  for  pui’poses  of 
comparis  on. 

Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  1962,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex.  Table  V shews  the^ 
incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  each  of  the  twelve  parishes. 


smLPOx 


No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  of  681 
primary  vaccinations  and  202  re— vaccinations  which  had  been  perfome'’''  by 
them.  The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  was  larger  than  the  average  of 
previous  years,  the  increase  resulting  from  the  scare  caused  by  the 
occurrence  of  smallpox  in  or  associated  with  persons  arriving  by  air 
from  epidemic  areas. 

Of  the  primary  vaccinations  253  related  to  children  under  the 
age  of  one  year,  equivalent  to  43%  of  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  district  during  the  year.  The  comparable  figure  for  1961  was  41%* 


SCARLET  FETVEE 


Seven  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  11  in  the  previous  year.  The  policy  of  a speedier  return 
to  school  of  the  patient  and  the  non-exclusion  of  family  contacts  has 
provided  obvious  advantages  id-thout  any  detrimental  effects. 


DIPHTHERIA 


For  the  fourteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified  in  the  Rural  District, 

Reference  to  Table  VI  Indicates  the  decline  which  has  taken 
place  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

Children  should  be  given  primary  treatment  in  the  first  year  of 
life  with  reinforcing  treatment  every  3 to  4 years  up  to  the  end  of  school 
days.  It  is  not  claimed,  even  with  such  treatment,  that  absolute 
immunisation  vdll  be  attained  by  every  child,  but  there  is  clear  evidence 
that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria  is  four  times 
as  great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and  that  the  risk  of  death  is 
nearly  thii'ty  times  as  great. 
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Iimnvr-j.sa.tion  aFajjngt  Dinhtheria  ( cont» ) 

Treatraont  can  be  obtained  from  general  practi'Mcners  imder 
the  terms  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  or  from  cLinics  arranged 
by  the  local  hsa3.th  authority,  these  being  held  at  regular  inte-irrals 
at  all  Infant  iie'.fare  Centres,  serving  the  district,  of  which  details 
are  set  out  on  pages  9 and  10*  These  arrangements  are  intended 
primarily  for  infants  and  others  under  school  age.  Clinics  in  schools 
are  arranged  as  required  by  the  Divisional  Ifedical  Officer  for  pupils 
requiring  treatment. 

Notifications  v/ere  received  from  medical  practitioners  and 
clinics  that  389  children  had  received  primary  treatment  and  267 
reinforcing  treatment.  The  follovnlng  figures  show  how  the  facilities 
for  treatment  have  been  used#

Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  td.th  41 
in  the  previous  year*  The  incidence  rate  was  0,22  per  1,000  population. 

Immunisation  against  VJhoo-ping  Cough 

Notifications  were  received  from  medical  practitioners  and 
clinics  that  391  children  had  received  treatment*  In  372  the  primary 
treatment  was  combined  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  in  362  of  these 
imiminisatit^n  against  tetanus  was  also  included. 


If]i\SLES 


Thirteen  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  534  in  1961*  The  fall  in  incidence  was  the  natural  sequence 
to  the  epidemic  of  the  previous  year* 


POLTO^^LITIS 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  poliomyelitis 
was  notified* 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis,  including  oral  vaccine, 
is  now  available  for  any  person  wishing  to  be  treated.  The  age  limit 

for  the  priority  group  has  been  raised  to  forty  years.  Other  priority 

groups  include  e-xpectant  mothers,  members  of  health,  hospital,  nursing 
and  ambulance  services  and  travellers  abroad,  if  proceeding  other  than 
to  Europe,  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America,  Members  of  the 
priority  groups  can  apply  for  treatment  at  the  County  Council’s  Welfare 
Clinics  or  from  their  own  doctor*  Persons  over  forty  yoars  of  age 
wishing  to  bo  vaccinated,  and  not  a member  of  a priority  group,  should 
consult  their  own  doctor, 
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Poliomyelitis  ( c».-nt« ) 

Notifice-ticns  ha,ve  been  recei-'/ed  that  194  persons  under  18 
years,  and  249  over  18  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year,  and  that  1,382  were  given  reinforcing  treatment* 


PARjffYPHOID  FEVER 


One  notificatitm  of  this  infection  was  received.  The  patient 
was  a school  child  who  was  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  frc-m  a 
moderately  severe  illness.  The  source  of  infection  could  not  be 
determined. 


FOOD  POISONmG 


Ten  cases  of  for^d  poisoning  were  notified.  Six  of  the  patients 
were  residents  of  Horloy  whoso  infectii.in  with  Salmonella  Typhi-^uriura 
occurred  at  a time  when  the  condition  of  imported  eggs  used  in  the  making 
of  confect icnory  was  being  investigated  in  other  areas.  One  other  case 
of  infection  by  Salmonella  Typhi-murium  occurred,  and  here  it  was  thought 
the  source  of  infection  might  have  been  animal  feeding  stuffs.  One 
ca,se  of  infection  by  Salmonella  Bredeney  was  traced  to  infected  ham  which 
had  been  consumed  at  a meal  in  the  City, 

A small  but  acute  outbreak  of  Staphylococcal  infection  affected 
two  persons  who  had  eaten  corned  beef  sandwiches  a short  tine  previously. 


DYSENTERY 


Forty-one  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  wore  received. 
Twenty-four  cases  were  notified  from  a residential  nursery  in  the  district. 
The  seventeen  remaining  cases  were  members  of  large  families,  and  in 
fact  only  three  households  were  involved. 

One  case  of  Flexner  type  infection  occurred  in  a man  who  had 
returned  from  North  Africa  a few  days  previously. 


TETANUS 


No  information  was  received  of  the  occurrence  of  tetanus 

infection. 

Immunisation  against  A.A231U§. 

Immunisation  against  tetanus  may  be  given  separately  or  may 
be  combined  with  the  agents  used  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough.  It  can  bo  obtained  from  the  family  doctor  or  from 
the  local  clinic.  During  the  year  380  children  wore  immunised  against 
tetanus  for  the  first  time  and  of  these  362  were  treated  simultanof.usly 
against  diphtheria,  and  wh/)f  ping  cough.

Notification  and  Ifortality 

Eleven  notificatirjns  of  tuberculosis  were  received  from 
medical  practitimiers  of  persons  certified  to  be  suffering  from  that 
disease.  These  C'.;ncernod  residents  of  the  district  in  whom  the  disease 
was  recognised  for  the  first  time.  In  Table  TV  they  are  classified 
by  sex  and  age,  and  in  Table  V by  parish  of  residence. 

One  death  from  tuberculosis  was  registered,  giving  a death 
rate  of  0,03  per  1,000  populatir-ns,  compared  v;ith  a rate  of  0.07  for 
England  and  Wales, 

In  Table  VII  the  nunber  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
each  year  since  1934  have  boon  tabulated.  The  figures  demonstrate  the 
improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  regard  to  this  disease,  particularly 
as  regards  mortality.

This  treatment  is  available  a,t  Chest  Clinics  to  contacts  in 
the  family  of  tuberculous  persfjns,  if  preliminary  testing  shows  that  they 
liave  not  already  been  infected.

nourishraent,  fuel,  bedding,  clothes  and  sick  rofJii  requisites,  etc,,  and 
the  payment  of  fares,  pocket  money  and  other  incidental  expenses  which 
could  not  be  met  from  official  scurcos.

Information  was  received  from  the  l-fodical  Director  of  the  I'lass 
Radiography  Service  that  3^621  examinatiens  were  carried  out  on  persons 
in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.  As  a result  four  persons  were 
found  tr;  bo  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  from  cancer  of 
the  lung.

Ninety^threo  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  or  mixtures  of 
petroleum  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of  which  fees  amounting 
to  £91*18*0,  were  paid*  Licences  are  issued  subject  to  a number  of 
conditions  designed  to  ensure  that  the  risk  of  life  and  propert7  as  a 
result  of  the  use  cT  storage  of  petroleum  is  minimised,  ’’Petroleum  Spirit” 
is  defined  as  such  petroleum  as  when  tested  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  give  off  an  inflammable  vapour  at  a temperature  of  loss  than  73^ 
Fahrenheit, 

All  now  installations  are  pressure  tested  before  being  allowed 
to  receive  petroleum  or  petroleum  spirits,  and  no  licence  is  renewed-  in 
respect  of  any  installation  more  than  20  years  old  without  re-testing.

It  is  an  established  practice  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  on

Tho  Regulations  require  that  samples  on  arrival  at  the  laboratory 
shall  be  removed  from  tho  insulated  container  and  kept  at  atmospheric 
shade  temperature  until  the  tests  are  begun,  and  tests  shall  be  commenced 
between  9 a.m,  and  10  a*m,  on  the  date  after  the  samples  are  taken. 


The  various  tests  applied  to  milk  samples  are  as  follows 


Methylene  Blue  reduction  test 


This  tost  does  not  provide  information  as  to  the  number  c?  kinds 
of  bacteria  in  a given  sample,  but  it  does  afford  a measure  of  tho  activity 
of  the  bacterial  content.  The  majority  of  the  organisms  in  milk  are 
capable  of  affecting  certain  dyes,  notably  methylene  blue  and  therefore 
the  time  taken  to  reduce  or  decolour  methylene  blue  is  taken  as  an  index 
of  tho  bacterial  content. 


Samples  are  presumed  to  satisfy  tho  tost  if  the  time  taken  to 
decolourise  methylene  blue  is  not  loss  than  as  follows

Phosphatase  Test 

Raw  or  untreated  milk  contains  two  enzymes  know  as  peroxidase 
and  phosphatase,  both  of  which  are  destroyed  by  heat.  The  object  of  the 
tost  is  therefore  to  discover  the  presence  of  phosphatase  or  in  other  words 
to  assess  tho  efficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  pasteurising  process. 
Incidentally,  tho  test  will  also  reveal  tho  presence  of  added  raw  milk.

In  July  1959  the  Public  Health  Committee  considered  a request 
from  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  for  assistance  in  the  establishment  of 
a ®'Meals  on  llieels”  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  elderly  or  handicapped 
persons  in  the  poi'ishes  of  Gharlwood  and  Her  ley*  VJ.V.S,  members  irould 

distribute  the  meals>  obtained  from  a local  canteen  at  agreed  prices^  by 
mc<ans  of  their  oun  trca.nspf;rt.  It  was  expected  that  100  meals  would  be 
provided  per  week. 

The  Council  agreed  to  make  a contribution  ^./hich  was  originally 
lOd  per  meal,  and  later  l/ld  per  meal*  The  contribution  from  the  1st 
October  1962  was  increased  to  l/6d.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  a mileage 
allowance  of  6d  per  mUe,  In  addition,  the  Ci^uncil  purchased  four  sets 
of  equipment  for  keeping  the  meals  hot,  at  a cost  of  £116,  8s,  6d, 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1962,  4,032  hot  meals 
were  supplied,  involving  a mileage  of  4,577*  Although  the  estimated 
number  of  meals  required  (i,G,  100  per  week)  has  not  been  reached  there  is 
little  doubt  that  the  recipients  are  really  appreciative  of  this  service 
and  great  credit  is  due  to  those  ladies  of  the  W.V.S,  who,  in  all  weathers, 
have  striven  to  maintain  the  supply  of  hot  meals  to  elderly  and  handicapped 
persons.

The  Public  Health  Committee  considered,  in  1959,  the  establish- 
ment^ of  a smoke  control  area  for  part  f.i  the  parish  of  Horley,  under 
Section  11  (l)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  although  the  Committee 
recommended  the  approval  in  principle,  the  Council  was  reluctant  to  agree 
to  this  step  being  taken  at  the  present  time.  Any  proposal  to  establish 
control  over  the  domestic  hearth  is  bound  to  raise  comment,  and  give  rise 
to  controversy,  and  in  the  heat  of  argument,  certain  basic  principles 
tend  to  become  obscured.  There  was  no  doubt  that  cheerful  though  an 
open  fire  may  be,  it  is  dirty,  wasteful  of  heat  and  allows  vitiating 
products  of  incrmplete  oombustit.n  to  pdlute  the  atmosphere.  It  is  not 
generally  realised  to  what  crippling  extent  the  discharge  f'f  srai.ke  into  the 
atmosphere  has  upen  the  heai.th  of  the  i nd'l.vj.dua.l  or  growing  substances, 
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5inoko  Ccntrol  Aroag  (cont«) 


People  living  in  smoky  areas  suffer  more  from  bronchitis  and  chest 
diseases  and  their  resistance  is  generally  lowered  by  lack  of  surlight 
apart  fri-m  which  the  National  bill  for  washing,  cleaning,  painting  and 
repairs  due  tc  air  pollution  is  colic-sal.  Anything,  therefore,  which 
can  be  done  t'.?  reduce  the  ajnopnt  of  smoke  discharged  into  the  atmosphere 
must  benefit  the  community  at  large  in  the  lung  run* 

Great  activity  is  shown  in  the  press  and  in  parliament  over  the 
possible  hazards  to  health  in  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  radio 
active  fall-out,  an  anxiety  which  is  allayed  by  the  assurance  either  (r^ 
that  the  danger  has  been  exaggerated  or  (b)  has  not  yet  reached  a level 
at  which  actual  injury  can  be  caused*  Compare  this  v/ith  the  attitude  cf 
complacence  and  indifference  to  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  smoke 
fumes  and  industrial  grit,  with  its  known  and  proven  disastrous  effect 
upo'n  all  forms  of  life,  human,  animal  and  vegetable.

Housing  Acty  195^/*  Public  Health  Act,  1936<  Rent  Act«  1957 


These  throe  Acts  contain  provisions  whereby  the  repair  of 
dwellings  may  be  brought  about*  Under  the  Housing  Act  a local  authority 
may  require  the  repair  of  any  house  which  is  unfit  for  hunan  habitation 
and  which  can  bo  made  so  fit  at  reasonable  cost*  A failure  by  the  person 
having  crntrol  of  the  house  to  execute  the  required  wmlcs,  the  local 
authority  may  themselves  execute  the  ^^rfJrk  in  default  and  recover  their 
expenses*  In  considering  whether  a dwelling  is  unfit  the  Council  may
